job to job in railroad box cars 
and sleeping in hobo jungles. 


He returned home, held a few 


minor political jobs, became an 
officer in World War II and then 
fell in with 'the postwar political 
victory march of former Gov. Sid 
McMalh, now his biller political 
enemy. 


Faubus has 
described himself 


as a "child of fortune." He be- 
lieves in a little human help for 
fate. 


It was no accident or impulse in 


1954 that sent .him scurrying to 
file for governor against incum- 
bent Francis Cherry only a Jew 
minutes before the deadline. Ear- 
lier, Faubus announced he would 
not run. Then he caught Cherry 
everyone's surprise he eventually 
forces off guard Iby filing-and to 
win.
